Claims 1,3-11 and 13-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a method for changing a distribution of a loading pressure 
prevailing in a press nip of a shoe press, comprising the step: . . . arranging at least one transfer 
element in conjunction with the press shoe wherein the at least one transfer element is moved in 
a transverse direction of a machine and by means of which a backing element of the loading 
element is moved directly or via a transmission mechanism in such a manner that the end 
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adjacent to the press shoe is moved in the machine direction in relation to the press shoe, in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

Claim 1 1 is allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious an apparatus for changing a loading pressure prevailing in a press 
nip of a shoe press, comprising: . . . wherein the means for moving at least the end of the loading 
adjacent to the press shoe includes at least one transfer element arranged in conjunction with 
the press shoe, said at least one transfer element being movable in a transverse direction of a 
machine wherein the backing element of the loading element is moved directly or via a 
transmission mechanism, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
